SALESMEN WITH IDEALS. 


A YouNG man who was about to start on 
his maiden trip for a large publishing house 
was asked by the senior member of the firm 
whether he had confidence in what he was 
about to undertake. “Certainly,” said the 
young man, “I have been taught that ‘he who 
aims too low aims beneath the sky.’” The 
old gentleman remarked, “Take care, take 
care that you don’t aim beyond the sky.” And 
much needed advice this is to many another 
strenuous youth who, as he starts out on his 
business career, intent upon coming out 
ahead, shoots at random beyond the sky, and 
often is in danger of shootirig himself. Aim- 
ing beyond the sky is quite as useless as aim- 
ing at the solid earth. Not that we would 
“‘scourage a higher than average aim; on 
the contrary; but the lesson the young man 
must learn is that the aim must be definite. 
Chere must be a plan, a motive, an idea clear- 
ly fixed in the mind, to attain to which every 
herve should be strained. With an incentive, 
backed by character, seemingly insurmount- 
able obstacles may be overcome. , 

Numbers of men leave their schools and 
homes every year for their ventures in the 
yd withion the semblance even of an idea. 
— in and year out they do exactly what 

‘y are told and not a particle more. They 


fill their places in the establishment about as 
the shelves and counters and other store fix- 
tures do, though hardly as uncomplainingly, 
oblivious of the fact that they exist simply as 
items of expense, and contribute in no wise 
to the enlargement of the business. On the 
other hand, the young man with an incentive, 
with a definite plan in life, ambitious to be 
more than a “sweeper in the temple,” who 
reads, thinks and puts two and two together, 
resolves and plans that his apprenticeship 
must fit him for a position in which he can 
have more scope for his energies. He keeps 
a sharp lookout on all that is hourly occur- 
ring around him, and absorbs inspiration from 
all quarters as Smiles’s “Joe Ladle” did, even 
at the pores. He determines to make himself 
of so much value to his employers that they 
will not care to do without him. The secret 
of his success is not “luck,” but his deter- 
mination to do something definite; to make 
himself by punctuality, by attention to all the 
small rules and regulations of the concern, 
by cleanliness, honesty, sobriety, and by in- 
cessant application and enterprise, a power in 
the business. Any man with tact and applica- 
tion will, other things being equal, be able to 
reach a certain altitude of success in the com- 
mercial world; but the eminence attained will 
always depend and be in proportion to a pre- 
viously conceived ideal based on a man’s 
conviction and ability to estimate himself at 
his true value. 

Of course it is essential that a man should 
know himself thoroughly, and only accept po- 
sitions for which knowledge and experience 
have educated him, because if he has false 
notions of his own value failure is certain. 
Yet there is danger also in underrating one’s 
self. Indeed, confidence in himself and in the 
prestige of his house, based on rectitude and 
on goods of sterling value, should be the sales- 
man’s tower of strength. A commercial trav- 
eller’s sales, as one thoroughly acquainted 
with the subject has written, “will be much 
about what his preconceived notion of what 
they should be; and there is scarcely a limit 
to the amount if the ambassador’s idea is but 
a high one.” It is imperative to keep on aim- 
ing upwards, as the result must be in propor- 
tion to the object aimed at, hence the well- 
known figures attained by different men, one 
man with a high ideal doing treble the 
amount of business over a poor ground done 
by another whose standard is a low one. “Ac- 
cording to thy faith” is as applicable to busi- 
ness as it is to ethics; and a constant applica- 
tion to doing an honest day’s work is as nec- 
essary to morals as it is to making a fortune, 
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A SCHOOL OF JOURNALISM FOR 
COLUMBIA. 


On the 15th inst. President Nicholas Mur- 
ray Butler, of Columbia, announced that a 
gift of one million dollars had been made to 
Columbia University by Joseph Pulitzer, for 
the establishment and endowment of a school 
of journalism. It was stated that in founding 
this school Mr. Pulitzer was carrying out a 
long-cherished desire to see in existence some 
effective means of training for journalistic 
work. The new school will, it is hoped, be 
ready for students in the autumn of 1904. It 
is to have a building of its own, for which 
McKim, Mead & White have been commis- 
sioned to make plans, costing about $50u,000, 
when fully equipped; and it is to rank as a 
professional school with the other university 
schools of law, medicine, engineering, archi- 
tecture and teaching. It will be administered 
by a special faculty of journalism, and will 
have an advisory board, of which the follow- 
ing members have already been named by 
Mr, Pulitzer: Nicholas Murray Butler, White- 
law Reid, John Hay, St. Clair McKelway, An- 
drew D. White, Victor F. Lawson, General 
Charles H. Tavlor and President Eliot, of 
Harvard. These members, with others to be 
selected later, will be formally nominated by 
the trustees of Columbia at their meeting in 
October. A committeé consisting of Presi- 
dent Butler and Professors Burgess, Peck, 
Brander Matthews, Giddings and G. R. Car- 
penter has already been appointed to present 
a report to the University Council on the 


organization and academic relations of the 
school. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 
MOSES POLOCK. 


Moses Potock, the oldest publisher and 
bookseller in the United States, died on August 
16, at the residence of his sister, Mrs, Morris 
Rosenbach, 1409 North Eighteenth Street, 
Philadelphia. He was born inPhiladelphia, May 
14, 1817. He was seventy-two years in the 
book trade. In 1831 he entered the bookstore 
of McCarty & Davis, located on the north 
side of Market Street, near Fourth. He re- 
mained in their employ until the death of 
both members of the firm, and in 1850 he con- 
tinued the business under his own name at 
406 Commerce Street, in which location he 
had been ever since. 

The business of Moses Polock can trace a 


direct descent from 1790 in the following 
order: 


1, Jacob Johnson, 1790-1808. 
2, Johnson & Warner, 1808-1815. 
3, Benjamin Warner, 1815-1818. 
4, Executors of above, to 1824. 
5, McCarty & Davis, 1824-1841. 
6, Thomas Davis, 1841-1850. 
7, Moses Polock, 1850-1903. 


As a publisher Moses Polock came in con- 
tact with the most celebrated literary men of 
his day. He issued many books in fiction, the 
drama and in general literature. In 1857 he 
published the first collected edition of the 


works of Charles. Brockden Brown. About 
this time he engaged in selling old and rare 
books, and he was the first dealer in ; 
United States that dealt exclusively in them 
particularly in Americana. Mr. Polock was a: 
authority on this subject, and bibliographers rs 
have not failed to acknowledge the assistance 
he has rendered them. Most of the great Amer- 
ican libraries were indebted to his collections. 
including James Lenox, the founder of the 
Lenox Library; John Carter Brown, of Pro\ 
idence, R. I.; George Brinley and the Histor- 
ical Society of Pennsylvania, During the last 
fifty years his shop was frequented by book- 
lovers from all over the country, but in re- 
cent years he made little effort to sell his 
treasures, and gathered together a collection 
of the rarest and choicest books relating to 
this country. His fine collection of Washing- 
toniana is well known. 

In 1895 he sold at auction a collection of 
books printed by Benjamin Franklin, the sak 
attracting wide attention. He was more of a 
booklover than a dealer, and parted reluc- 
tantly, if at all, with his books. His know! 
edge of the early history of Pennsylvania, and 
particularly of Philadelphia, was most pro- 
found, and historians constantly applied 
him for assistance. 


Noau Brooks, one of the oldest of Ameri- 
can writers, died August 16 in Passadena, 
Cal., where he had lived for a year in strict 
incognito. Although he had money and ser 
vants, he almost became a hermit, and re- 
fused to tell who he was. No relative or 
friend was near him when he died and |! 
housekeeper did not know anything ; 
him. The cause of his death is unknown 
Noah Brooks was born in 1830, at Castine 
Me. He had a varied career. Beginning as 
a newspaper man in Boston, when he was 
twenty years old, he had been a newspaper 
proprietor in California, a war correspondent 
a newspaper worker on other Western and 
Eastern journals, a naval officer, and a writer 
of a number of boys’ books and several | 
graphical, political and historical studies. 
Among his literary works are: “Boy Em- 
grants,’ “The Fairport Nine,” “Our Base ball 
Club,” “Abraham Lincoln,” “The Boy Set 
tlers,” “The Story of Marco Polo” and 
“Scribner’s History of the United States 
Mr. Brooks began his newspaper career '0 
Boston in 1850.. He went to California in 
1859, and with Benjamin P. Avery estab- 
lished The Marysville Appeal. From 1862 to 
1865 Brooks was a war correspondent tor 
The Sacramento Union. He became a naval 
officer of the port of San Francisco in 1805- 
66. After that he plunged into newspaper 
work once more, and became managing editor 
of The Alta Californian, which position he 
held from 1866 to 1871. He then came - 
and worked on the staff of The New Yor! 
Tribune from 1871 to 1875. He th ind 
went to The New York Times, where he re 
mained until 1884. He then became editor : 
The Newark Advertiser, and kept this place 
until 1894. Mr. Brooks leaves a large estate.
